; Genera)—Amendments to the 


Salisbury Beach Bill 


• That the so-called "nine-hours-tn- 
tleven" bill for street railway employ- 
ees Is not permissive, and If enacted 
Into la'w.Vould not permit employes to 
work more, than the hours specified, is 
the opinion of Attorney-General Jamee 
M. Swift, submitted to the house yeu- 
t*rday afternoon. 
After quoting the 


bill in ^question, Mr. Swift says: 


"For tho purpose of this -inquiry, 


assume the quest ton to be whether or 
not it will be lawful for an employee 
affecled by said bill. If he so desires, 
to -A-ork longer hours than those pre- 
scribed in the bill. 
In its final analy- 


sis the question resolves itself into the 
inquiry as to whether or not a street 
railway company which would bo af- 
fected by the passage of "this bill may 
permit labor to be performed not wfth- 
Jn the time prescribed In said bill. 
"It is a familiar rule of Interpreta- 


tion of statutes that.when certain ex- 
ceptions are named in an act, exclud- 
ing from this operation the, exceptions 
as declared, other exceptions are there- 
by excluded. 
The natural conclusion 


under this rule would therefore be that 
when the bill. In the last eentence of 
section 1, makes certain exceptions to 
its prohibitions, in the following Ian 
guage; 
" 'On legal holidays and on Sundays
